THE  1958  RAMS

Trish  Frye 
was  freshman  editor  of  the  Acorn  and  Patsy  Mullis  exchange 
editor  of  the  Hi-Lites.  De  Vera  Taylor  and  Pam  Worley  served 
as  junior  student  council  presidents  and  Pam  Worley  and  Phoebe 
Stroupe  as  secretaries.

Yes,  Phoebe  Stroupe  and  DeVera  Taylor  really  led  us  through 
a  busy  nine  months  that  ninth  grade  year,  as  we  shot  up, 
branching  off  here  and  there  and  everywhere— into  every  part 
of  school  life.
